The SUMMARY. 


I. HAT four Churches have exiſted on this 


which was called the Adamical ; the Second, which was 
called the Noahotical ; the Third, which was called the 
Iſraclitiſh; and the Fourth, which was called the 
Chriſtian. | 

IT. That each Church paſſed through four ſucceſſive 
States or Periods, which are underſtood by the Morning, 
Mid-day, Evening, and Night. | 

III. That in each Church have been four ſucceſſive 
Changes of States, the Firſt of which was the Appearing 
of the Lord Jehovah and Redemption, and this was it's 
Morning or Riſe; the Second was it's Inſtruction, and 
this was it's Mid-day or Progreſſion; the Third was it's 
Declenſion, and this was it's Evening or Vaſtation; the 
Fourth was it's End, and this was it's Night or Conſum- 
mation. |

Earth ſince the Day of it's Creation, the Firſt,

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Iv. That after it's End, or Conſummation, the Lord 
Jehovah appeareth and executeth Judgment on the Mem- 
bers of the former Church, and feparateth the Good 
from the Evil, and elevateth the Good to Himſelf into 
Heaven, and removeth the Evil from Himfelf into Hell. 

V. That after this the Lord Jehovah formeth a New 
Heaven of the Good that are elevated to Himſelf, and a 
riew Hell of the Evil that are removed from Himſelf; 
and that He eſtabliſheth Order in Reſpe& to each, that 
they may remain under His Auſpices and Obedience to 
Eternity; and that then ſucceſſively through this New 
Heaven He commenceth and eſtabliſheth a New Church 
on Earth. | 

VI. That this Divine Work, conſidered colleQtvely, 
is called Redemption, without which no Man can be 
regenerated, and no one can be ſaved. | ” 

VII. That the Lord Jehovah deriveth and produceth 
a New Church on Earth from this New Heaven, which 
Thing he effeReth by Revelation of Truth from his own 
Mouth, or from his Word, and by Inſpiration. 

VIII. That theſe periodical Changes of State which 
fucceeded in the Firſt, or the Moſt Ancient Church, 
called the Adamical, are deſcribed by Moſes in the firlt 
Chapters of Geneſis, but by celeſtial Repreſentatives, and 
by ſuch Things which are of the World, to which the 
ſpiritual Things of the Lord correſpond. 

IX. That the periodical Changes of State, which 
ſucceeded in the Second, or the Ancient Church, called 
the Noahotical, are alſo deſcribed in Geneſis, and in 
many Flares in the other four Books of Moſes. 

X. "That the periodical Changes of State, which fuc- 
ceeded in the Third, or the Ifraclitiſh Church, are alſo 


- deſcribed 
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deſcribed in Moſes, and afterwards in Joſhua, in the 


Books of Judges, Samuel, and Kings, and moreover in 


the Prophets. 

XI. That the periodical Changes which ſucceeded in 
the Fourth, or the Chriſtian Church, are deſcribed in 
the Word of both Teſtaments ; in particular, it's Riſe or 
Morning is deſcribed in the Evangeliſts, in the Acts, and 
in the Writings of the Apoſtles; it's Progreſſion towards 
Mid-day, in the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtories of the three Firſt 
Centuries; it's Declenſion or Evening, by the Hiſtory of 
the following Ages; and it's Vaſtation, even to it's Con- 
ſummation, which is it's Night, is deſcribed ĩ in the Apo- 
calypſe. 

XII. That after theſe four Churches, a New Churck 
will ariſe, which will be the true Chriſtian Church, 
foretold in Daniel and in the Apocalypſe, and by the Lord 
Himſelf in the Evangeliſts, which Church was expected 
by the Apoſtles.

XIII. That the Church ſucceſſively declines from the 
Truths of Faith and the Goods of Charity, and that it 
declines in the ſame Proportion from the ſpiritual Under- 
ſtanding and the genuine Senſe of the Word. 

XIV. Conſequently that the Church in the ſame Pro- 
portion departs from the Lord, and * the Lord 
from itſelf. 

XV. That in proportion as this is MeQted, in the ſame 
Proportion it draws to it's End. 

XVI. Thar the Church is at an End, when there no 
A3 longer 
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longer remains any Truth of Faith and genuine Good of 
Charity. 

XVII. That the Church is then in Falſes and thence 
in Evils, and in Evils and thence in Falſes. 
XVIII. That hence Hell increaſes from thoſe who de- 
part from the World, inſomuch that it raiſeth itſelf up 
towards Heaven, and interpoſeth itſelf between Heaven 
and the Church, as a black Cloud between the Sun and 

the Earth. 

XIX. That by this Interpoſition, every Truth of 
Faith, and thence every genuine Good of Charity, is 
prevented from penetrating to the Men of the Church, 
but inſtead thereof Truth falſified, which in itſelf is Falſe, 
and Good adulterated, which in itſelf is Evil. 

XX. That then Naturaliſm and Atheiſm invade the 
Church at the ſame Time. 

XXI. That this State of the Church is underſtood and 
deſcribed in the Word, by Vaſtation, POE, and 
Conſummation.

XXII. That while the Vaſtation exiſts, and before the 
Conſummation arrives, the Coming of the Lord is an- 
nounced, and alſo Redemption from the Lord, and after 
this a New Church. 

XXIII. That theſe Three, while the Iſraelitiſh Church 
ſtill exiſted, were announced in many Places in the Pro- 
phetic Word. 

XXIV. That the Prophetic Word almoſt throughout 
treats concerning Vaſtation and Conſummation, con- 
cerning the Laſt Judgment at that Time, concerning the 
Coming

XXVIII. What in particular appertains to Redemp- 
tion, by which only Salvation is effected, which was 
accompliſhed by Jehovah God, who is our Lord Jeſus

XXXII. And at the ſame Time Inſtruction concern- 
ing Truths which will belong to Faith, and in Goods 
which will belong to Charity. 

XXXIII. And thus the Eſtabliſhment of the New

XXXIV. That the final and efficient Cauſe of Re- 
demption was the Regeneration of Man, and thereby 
Salvation. 

XXXV. That the Lord, inaſmuch as He dos i is the 
Redeemer, therefore He alone is the Regenerator, and

XXIV. That the Prophetic Word almoſt throughoyt

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XXXVI. That the Lord by His Firſt Advent, and by 
the Redemption. then effected, could not form a New 
Heaven, and from that a New Church of Chriſtians, 
inaſmuch as there were yet no Chriſtians, but they be- 
came Chriſtians ſucceſſively, by the Preachings and 


Writings of the Apoſtles. 
XXXVII. That neither could it be effected afterwards, 


inaſmuch as from the Beginning ſo many Hereſies broke 
into the Church, that ſcarce any Doctrine of Faith and 
Charity appeared in it's own Light. 

XXY VIII. And that at length the Apoſtolic Doctrine, 
in Progreſs of Time, was ſhaken, torn, and adulterated by 
deteſtable and wicked Hereſies. 

XXXIX. That this is meant by the Abomination of 
Deſolation, and by the Affliction ſuch as was not, neither 
will be, and by the Darkening of the Sun, Moon, and 
Stars, in the Evangeliſts, in Daniel, and in the Prophets, 
and by the Dragon, and many other Things in the Apo- 
calypſe. | 

XL. Inaſmuch as the Lord foreſaw theſe Things, in 
Order that Man might be ſaved, He promiſed that He 
would come again into the World, and accompliſh Re- 
demption, and eſtabliſh a New Church, which ſhall be 
the true Chriſtian Church. | 

XLI. That the Lord Himſelf has foretold concerning 
His Second Coming, and the Apoſtles have frequently 
propheſied concerning it, and John plainly in the Apo- 


calypſe.

XLII. In like Manner concerning the New Churth, 
which is meant by the New Jeruſalem in the Apocalypſe. 
- XLIII. That this Second Redemption is effected in 
the ſame Manner as the Firſt, which has * ere ot 
above, from n. 28 to 335. 1 

XLIV. That it is alſo effected for the eee 
and thence the Salvation of the Members a the Church, 
as It's s final and efficient Cauſe. 
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XL. That the Falſes which have hitherto defolated 
the Chriſtian Church, and at length have conſummated i it, 
were principally the following. 

XLVI. 1. That they receded from the Worſhip of 
the Lord preached by the Apoſtles, and from Faith in Him. 

XLVII. 2. That they ſeparated the Divine Trinity 
from the Lord, and transferred it into three Divine and 
Eternal Perſons, and conſequently into three Gods. 

XLVIII. 3. That they have divided ſaving Faith in 
theſe three Perſons. 

XLIX. 4. That from this Faith they have ſeparated 

Charity and good Works, as not * at the ſame Time 
of a ſaving Nature. 

L. 5. That they have deduced from this Faith alone, 
Juſtification, that is, the Remiſlion of Sins, Regeneraticn, 
and Salvation, independent of Man's Co-operation. 

LI. 6. That they have denied Man a Free-will in 
ſpiritual Things, aſſerting thus, that God only operates in 
Man, and that on his Part Man operates Nothing, .

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LII. 7. That hence Predeſtination neceſſarily flowed, 
dy which Religion is aboliſhed. 

LIII. 8. That they have made the Paſſion of the 
Croſs to be Redemption. 

LIV. That from theſe Tenets Falſes burſt forth in 
fuch Abundance, that there no longer remained any ge- 
nuine Truth which is not falſified, and thus no genuine 
Good which is not adulterated. | ; 

LV. That the Church is totally ignorant of this it's 
Deſolation and Conſummation, neither can it know any 
Thing thereof, until the Divine Truths revealed by the 
Lord in the Work entitled True Chriſtian Religion, are 
ſeen in the Light, and acknowledged. 

L VI. That the Word is ſo darkened and changed, that 
no Truth any longer appears therein. 

LVII. That this New Chriſtian Church ſhall not be 
eſtabliſhed like the former by Miracles, and this for many 
Reaſons. 

LVIII. But that inſtead of Miracles, the (| -iritual Senſe 
of the Word is revealed, and the Spiritual World diſco- 
vered, and the Nature of Heaven and Hell is manifeſted, 
alſo that Man liveth a Man after Death as before ; which 
Diſcover ies are to be preferred to all Miracles.

That theſe Bleſſings ſhall be in this New 
Church, for the Sake of Conjunction with the Lord, and 
through Him with God the Father. 

LXII. An Invitation to this Church addreſſed to the 
whole Chriſtian World, and an Exhortation that they 
ſhould receive the Lord worthily, who has foretold that 
He will come into the World for the Sake of this Church 
and to this Chureh.
